Action Background 

1 . This action is responsive to the amendment filed on 5/1 1/2007. 

2. Applicant has cancelled claims 7, 9, 10, 12, 14-16 and 27-33 and amended 
claims 1-3, 6, 8, 11, 13, 17-19 and 22-24. 

3. Claims 1-6, 8, 11, 13 and 17-26 are pending in the case, claims 1, 6, 11, 17 and 
22 are independent claims. 

4. The examiner's rejection of claims 7, 9, 10, 12, 14-16 and 27-33 is withdrawn in 
view of the canceled to the claims 

5. The examiner's rejection of claims 1-4, 6, 8, 11, 13, 17-20 and 22-25, made 
under 35 USC 102(e), as being anticipated by Williams, US Patent 6,591,272 is 
withdrawn in view of the amendments to the claims. 

6. The examiner's rejection of claims 5, 20 and 26, made under 35 USC 103(a), as 
being unpatentable over Williams in view of Cseri et al., US Patent 6,708,164 is 
withdrawn in view of the amendment to the claims. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claims 1, 6, 11, 17 and 22, the prior art of record 

neither anticipates nor suggests to a person of ordinary skill, at the time the 
invention was made, the claimed method, apparatus, machine readable medium or 
system for modifying a database using an integration object instance as data input, 
where the integration object instance is built from a integration object schema, where 
the integration object schema defines an integration object as a plurality of 
components that are hierarchically related, and at least one component is a child of 
a parent component, and the integration object schema is extracted from a first 
database: where the integration object is used to modify a second database by 
comparing the parent component of the integration object with a record from the 
second database and modifying the record if the parent component matches the 
record; and finding child database records associated with the parent database 
records and comparing the child database record with the child integration object 
component and either modifying the child database record if a match is found or 
inserting a new database record if a match is not found.
